Film a Memorandum W ith the state 
Department. 
Washington, Jan. 16.—S< nor Felipe 
Agonciilo, the ropr* tentative of General 
Aguinaklo in Washington, has filed with 
the state department a memorandum 
setting forth at length the reasons for 
his claim that the Philippine govern­ 
ment should borocoguized by the United 
States. 
Accompanying the memoran­ 
dum is a letter, in which Senor Agou- 
cillo states that he lias received no reply 
to his communication of Jan. 6, in which 
he asks that a suitable time be arranged 
when he oould be presented to the pres­ 
ident and hoard upon his claims.
